Everyone present was full of 
j 
“pep,” and the session proved to be 
very interesting and benficial. 
Sev­ 
eral timely propositions for further­ 
ing the interests of the town were 
discussed and action was taken to­ 
ward carrying out the plans and de­ 
sires of the league. 
M. W. Burch made a report of the 
Dallas-Wichita 
interurban 
proposi­ 
tion, telling of a telephone conversa­ 
tion with Mr. Wiley Blair of Dallas, 
chairman of the interurban commit­ 
tee, in which that gentleman stated 
that a Dallas man was now in the 
•Ffyst in an effort to sell five million 
dollars worth of bonds with which to 
build the road, and that just as soon 
as the bonds were sold, which he felt 
sure would 
be 
done 
speedily, 
he 
would notify the local Y. M. B. L, and 
that the Dallas people would welcome 
a Decatur delegation to place Deca­ 
tur’s claims before the interurban 
promoters. 
Mr. Blair said he wanted 
it distinctly understood that Dallas 
was whole-hearted and fancy-free in 
the matter of the rome for the road, 
and that she was unpledged to any 
city between Dallas and Wichita Kaila 
ii ad thai Decatur would receive all 
due consideration. 
The Y. M. B. L. 
committee will keep in close touch 
with the situation and send a strong 
delegation to Dallas at the proper 
time. 
The matter of proper construction 
of the Meridian road through Deca­ 
tur was discussed, and a committee 
appointed to co-operate with the city 
council and commissioners’ court in 
an effort to see that only the best of 
material was used on the road as it 
is built through Decatur limits, and 
that the work was done properly. 
The question of the high price De­ 
catur is having to pay for ice was 
brough! up and threshed out pro and 
con. 
Reports came in of surround­ 
ing towns gtting cheaper ice than 
Decatur, and some complaint was 
registered of a -double profit made on 
ice in this city. 
However, it was the 
sense of the meeting that the league 
do all in its power to assist and foster 
the home factory. 
A committee was 
appointed to confer with Manager 
Smith of the local factory to deter­ 
mine if anything could be done to 
lower the price of ice here. 
Decatur’s train service came in fo r 
a liberal discuss,ion, and the league 
went on record as criticising the ae­ 
on of the Denver in running two 
trains through thrk city without ston­ 
ing. 
Correspondence has been taken 
up with the railroad commission in 
an effort to correct this injustice, an i 
.Mayor Ford states that he feels sure 
we will soon get justice at the hands 
of the commission. 
The “high-ball” 
trains are causing great inconven­ 
ience to Decatur citizens, as it is nec­ 
essary to go either to Ft. Worth or 
Bowie in order to get a train to Den­ 
ver. 
Chairman 
Gettys 
of 
the 
local 
school board, 'gave a very timely out­ 
line of the work being done by the 
Decatur school board and faculty to­ 
ward a general improvement of the 
school. 
Mr. Gettys stated that 
the 
board and faculty had made all pos­ 
sible efforts to comply with the state 
requirements for affiliation by carry- 
li'r out the demands of the represen­ 
tatives of the state board of educa­ 
tion, and he believed that affiliation 
would be given Decatur schools.

Gettys pointed out that a great draw 
back in the matter was that when

The name cf Joseph Weldon Bailey j 
will be placed on the Texas democrat­ 
ic ticket as a candidate for the par­ 
ty’s nomination for governor. 
This was the decision, by a vote of 
fifteen to four, of the state democrat- ; 
ic executive committee iii Fort Worth 
Monday. 
j 
Judge John W. Gaines of Bay City, 
led the fight against the placing of 
tile name of Bailey on the ticket on 
the grounds that lie is not eligible to 
hold office. Judge R. E. Huff of Wich­ 
ita Falls, favored the placing of Bai­ 
ley’s name on the ticket because, he j 
said, the committee had no authority 
to determine a judicial matter, and 
Luther Nichols told the. committee 
“that the things you have been say­ 
ing about Mr. Bailey during this dis­ 
cussion is beneath my notice, be­ 
cause I consider its source.” 
He challenged the committee that 
it had no other course than to put 
the name of Bailey on the ticket “be­ 
cause you are not a judicial body, 
and the question of a m an’s 
resi­ 
dence is a judicial question.’ 
The majority of the members who 
expressed themselves said they be- 
lievd that the name of Bailey should 
be placed on the ticket because it 
was a matter of political expediency. 
The discussion was brought to a 
climax when Judge H. S. Moran ol 
Weatherford, in speaking in favor of 
placing the narhe of Bailey on the 
tocket, excoriated him, critising him 
severely, and said he had reasons to 
oppose him “because I have 
been 
tongue-whipped by him in my own 
county.” 
“I was among the first number of 
men,” he said, “who, years ago, met 
at Dallas and demanded that he re­ 
sign as a representative of the peo­ 
ple because he was carrying the se­ 
cret code of the Waters-Pieree Oil 
Company in his coat pocket.” 
John J. Simmons, a close personal 
friend of Bailey, and sitting 
as a 
member of the committee by proxy 
from D. E. Giddings of Brenham, 
said: 
“With due respect to the gentle­ 
man whose hair is now gray, I de­ 
nounce that statement as being un­ 
true.” 
Moran sprang to his feet. 
“That’s a lie,” he hurled at Sim­ 
mons 
Simmons rushed to the aisle, and 
as he walked around toward Moran, 
he said:

Oil Men Are Rushing 
To Wise County Field 


The recent drilling 
activities in 
Wise county, have caused much con­ 
cern throughout the state of Texas 
and the report of the Keystone well 
on the sand at 1,300 feet has caused 
prices to go soaring skyward. 
H. A. Stiles, oil operator of Fort 
Worth, has made a tour of Wise 
county, binging with him a number 
of capitalists and geologists to pass 
upon the possibilities of new devel­ 
opment. 
Mr. Stiles has just recently taken 
over 10,000 acres lying west of Cot­ 
tondale and will resume drilling on 
the old Union Oil Company’s site. 
This hole was drilled to 884 feet with 
a rotary rig, at which point a show­ 
ing of both gas and oil was encoun­ 
tered and for some unknown reason 
activities ceased, but Mr. Stiles with 
Ute determination and money behind 
him, is going to test out this struc­ 
ture and gives out the information 
that he expects to strike the oil at 
another HJO feet. In addition to this, 
>ir. Stiles promises a new rig within 
the very near future starting with a 
2 4-inch hole prepated to go to the* 
deeper sands which underlie the en­ 
tire western part of the county. 
The Bridgeport-Lubbock Oil Com­ 
pany is drilling away at 2,500 feet; 
the Carey No. I is drilling at 1,230 
teet; 
the Bridgeport Oil Company’s 
well is on the sand at 1,500 feet; 
the Prairie Oil & Gas Company in 
the southwestern corner of the coun­ 
ty, is drilling at 800 feet, and, to­ 
gether with the drilling activities in 
the northern part of the county, has 
caused th e 'residents of Wise county 
o believe that they at last have been 
placed upon the map as having a 
•cal oil field.

Refused to Endorse Woman 


Suffrage--Was Attorney 


In Chicken Salad Case 


Austin, Texas, June 14.—Speaker 
R. E. Thomason made a vigorous ad­ 
dress in the house of representatives 
tonight in behalf of his candidacy 
for governor and was given a highly 
enthusiastic reception by the audi­ 
ence which greeted him. 
The hall 
and galleries were packed to over­ 
flowing. 
Senator W. L. Dean, author of the 
Dean prohibition law, made a brief 
speech in which he commended Mr. 
Thomason’s candidacy in the high­ 
est terms. 
He declared Mr. Thoma­ 
son has the ability and the courage 
to make a splendid governor and that 
his record on prohibition and suf­ 
frage is of the best. 
He predicted 
Mr. Thomason’s nomination by a sub­ 
stantial majority. 
Mr. Thomason went into some de­ 
tail concerning his ideas of a business 
administration of the state's affairs. 
He said that he favored the consoli­ 
dation of several offices as well as the 
abolition of all boards that have not 
legislative or judicial duties to per­ 
form. 
He has expressed himself as being 
anxious for a complete budget and 
audit system. 
He favors economy in 
the administration of st^te affairs, he 
said, but is not willing to cripple 
our 
eleemosynary 
and 
education­ 
al institutions. 
Reference was made to the state­ 
ment by Mr. Neff in his opening 
speech at Waxahachie, in which he 
said that he favored the graduated 
land tax while Mr. Thomason said 
that he had bitterly fought the same 
ever since being in the legislature, as 
he was not willing to put a limit on 
the amount of land or any other pro­ 
perty that had been honestly and 
justly acquired. 
He said that he pre­ 
ferred to put a premium and not a 
penalty on the thrift and enterprise 
of our citizens. 
Crisis in Educational Affairs. 
Mr. Thomason discussed at some 
length the educational problems in 
Texas, and said that during the past 
week he had used his official influence 
in the passage of the appropriation 
bill of four million dollars to the pub­ 
lic schools of Texas. 
In his judgment 
a crisis exists in out educational af­ 
fairs, and, he said that he would do 
everything in his power to remedy 
same. 
Mr. Thomason said that he favored 
the granting of pardons in deserving 
cases where there were extenuating 
circumstances, but believed absolute­ 
ly in the enforcement of the laws of 
the state and that 
sure but not ex­ 
cessive punishment was the greatest 
deterrent for crime. 
Hp also favored 
amending 
the 
suspended 
sentence 
law, so as it would only apply to 


suffrage campaign at Waco last year, 
and Mr. Neff declined to sign hi3 
name to any indorsement, and that 
she had asked Dr. Brooks to tele­ 
phone him and that Dr. Brooks told 
her that Mr. Neff would not indorse 
the move. She also says in the same 
letter that Mr. Neff refused in every 
way to assist her in the campaign. 
I have given my active personal and 
official influence toward enfranchis­ 
ing the women of this state. 
Replies to Neff. 
“I also notice where Mr. Neff 
sought to leave the impression 
at 
Wichita Falls that I should not be 
elected governor because I live in the 
western portion of the state, and'to 
use his expression, ‘live nearer to San 
Francisco than I do to Wichita Falls.’ 
I did not know before that it made 
any difference from what section a 
man comes, just so he has the char­ 
acter and ability to fill the office he 
seeks with credit. 
I do not know 
whether Mr. Neff wishes to divide 
Texas or not. 
We now have a dis­ 
tinguished senator who lives 
very 
near the Arkansas line, and we have 
had many distinguished public men 
who came from near the eastern bor­ 
der of the state. 
“I favor the payment of a poll tax 
and have been misquoted about my 
position concerning same. 
I believe 
that all persons should be required 
to pay something toward the sup­ 
port of the government. 
I have said 
that I thought we should promptly 
amend our constitution so that none 
but American citizens could vote in 
any of our elections. 
And, after ti 
is done, I believe the people could, 
with safety, pass a registration law, 
requiring every person who wishes to 
vote to make out a registration re­ 
ceipt in his own handwriting and in 
the English language. 
Explains Poll Tax Idea. 
“I don’t believe that, as a matter 
of principle, a full-fledged American 
citizen should have to pay for the 
right to vote in a free country. 
I 
would require the payment of a poll 
tax, but not make it a prerequisite 
for voting, provided we have a com­ 
plete registration system. 
I know 
there has been gross abuses of the 
poll tax law, as shown by the testi­ 
mony on both sides of the Parr-Glass- 
cock contest last year. 
Clean elec­ 
tions have been my hobby, and while 
I favor a strict registration law, cou­ 
pled with a literacy test, yet I be­ 
lieve American citizens should be en­ 
couraged rather than discouraged in 
taking an interest in public affairs. 
I believe that few country women will 
vote so long as they must pay a poll 
tax. 
I also want to see the time for 
qualifying for voting made later in 
the fear, when there is more inter­ 
est shown. 
Anyway, no change can 
be made except by a vote of the peo­ 
ple, but these are my views frankly 
expressed.”

I helped to make the fight for 
local option in El Paso county when 
I* was a hopeless task. 
The first race 
that I made for the legislature was 
on a platform that I would do every- 
\ thing in my power to help amend our 
election laws so as to eliminate the 
illiterate foreigners. 
I am the au­ 
thor of the present literacy law re­ 
quiring every man to make out his 
own ballot unless over oO years of 
age or physically disabled. 
I active­ 
ly supported woman suffrage in that 
same race, because I wanted to trade 
off the Mexican men for the Amer­ 
ican women. 
I think I did right iii 
voting the instructions of my dis­ 
trict, but if th**re be those who think 
I did not, I paid that debt with inter 
est, because later I was joint author 
of the zone bill which was the first 
law to really make Texas dry. 
I later 
supported statutory state-wide prohi­ 
bition, as well as voted for the rati­ 
fication of the national amendment. 
R efers to “Chicken-Salad" Case 
“After I had discharged my obliga­ 
tion to vote against submission I told 
my people that I was going to vote 
for these other measures, and they 
- re-elected me without opposition.

is, of course, a joke for any man who 
knows ray legislative record to say 
that I was ever in harmony with Gov- 
ernor Ferguson, as I was a member 
of the board of managers of the im­ 
peachment trial, as well as wrote tim 
first investigation report.

The Keystone well has been closed 
down *‘or several days, awaiting the 
arrival of more casing.
